Fauci sees way 
for sports to

Dr. Anthony Fauci believes the return of 
sporting events to the daily life of Americans 
could be closer than ever.

Massachusetts passed a dis- 
tressing milestone Wednesday 
as the death toll linked to the 
coronavirus surpassed 1,000, 
more than doubling in less 
than a week, pushed ahead by 
the largest single-day total 
since the pandemic began. 
State public health officials 
reported 151 new fatalities, 
putting the overall total of 
deaths at 1,108 and confirming 
repeated warnings that infec- 
tions would spike this week. 
The number of confirmed cases 
climbed to nearly 30,000, as 
testing continued to expand. 
“We are in the surge, yes,” 
Governor Charlie Baker said at 
a State House news conference. 
For the first time, state offi- 
cials also released the number
